The cgmmencement of this renowned and ven-

erable institution was held yesterday at the Mid-
die Dutch Church in Nassau-street. The building
was crowded 1o suffocation, and byalarge portion
of the audience not the most perfect order and at-
tention were preserved. The inauguration of the
President elect, NaTtmasier F. Moorg, LL. D.,
preceded the usual exercises. Standingz. as we
did, in the crowded aisle, nt some distarce from
the stage, we could hear but little of the address
of Hon. PETER A. Jax or of the President’s re-
plv. The first seemed to be mainly a vindication
of the collegiate course of study from popular ob-
jections,” and the last was upon the responsi-
bilities of the office and the mutusl relations of
the President and the Stedents of a Usiversity.
Both were productions of moderate merit.

The performances of tne selected members of
the graduating class ware ereditable 1o their abili-
tics and, in important respects, to the discipline
they have received from their collegiate course.
